1 . AT THE HALF-YEAR MARK, CHINA'S TRADE WITH FIVE MAJOR 
NON-COMMUNIST TRADING PARTNERS RESULTED IN A US$698 MILLION 
SURPLUS IN CHINA'S FAVOR. IMPORTS FROM JAPAN, WEST GERMANY, 
THE UNITED STATES, HONG KONG, AND THE UNITED KINGDOM FELL 

32 PERCENT TO US$1.09 BILLION, WHILE EXPORTS ROSE 1 1 PERCENT 
TO US$1.79 BILLION. TOTAL TRADE WAS DOWN 10 PERCENT FROM 
THE COMPARABLE PERIOD IN 1976. AT MID-1976, CHINA'S TRADE 
WITH THE FIVE COUNTRIES WAS IN NEAR BALANCE WITH A SLIGHT 
DEFICIT OF US$1 MILLION. THE FIVE TRADING PARTNERS HELD 
A 54 PERCENT SHARE OF CHINA'S TOTAL TRADE WITH THE NON-
